Every  branch  of  the  previous  year’s  growth  is,  in  late 
April  or  early  May,  closely  set  on  both  sides  to  the  very  tip  with  exquisitely 
beautiful,  single,  clear  yellow  flowers,  almost  concealing  the  foliage.  The 
flowers  are  really  and  truly  yellow,  not  merely  primrose  or  straw  color. 

The  long  sprays  make  Hugonis  not  only  a beautiful  shrub,  to  be 
planted,  if  one  prefers,  with  other  shrubs,  but  when  cut  are  charming  as 
table  decorations.  The  crepe-like  blooms  harmonize  with  snowy  linen 
and  silver.

Should  be  planted  as  a specimen,  or  grouped  in  a planting  of  shrubbery 
— also  makes  a fine  flowering  hedge. 

Do  not  plant  it  among  Roses  as  it  is  too  vigorous  in  growth  to  fit  in  such 
a planting.

Our  business  has  been  built  upon  this 
method  of  growing  perennials  and  when  comparing  the  old  method  of  digging  and  replanting  perennials  when  a pot  is  not 
used,  it  is  easily  seen  what  a great  advantage  is  gained  by  confining  all  the  roots  in  a pot  rather  than  handle  plants  that  have 
been  dug  and  reset  with  the  roots  exposed.
